.- She recorded tliat Mrs. Perugini 
insisted that "the whole truth" be 
told after her death, saying: 


"This affair brought out all that 


was' worst—all that was weakest 
—in him. He did not care a damn 
what happened to any of us. 
Nothing could-surpass the misery 
and unhappiness of our home." 


The-book recounts that Dickens 


met blonde Ellen Ternan through 
amateur theatricals in 1857 and, 
keeping an early agreement with 
his wife, told Mrs. Dickens that 
he had fallen.in love with an- 
c her. 
Mrs. Dickens left 
the 


author in 1858 after 22 years of 
married life. 


Miss Storey wrote that Dickens 


impressed on his family that his 
good'name "was their best pos- 
session" and an effort was made 
to establish the separation as "by 
mutual consent 
which Dickens 


brought himself to believe was 
right" 


The wife was given a settle- 


ment of £600 yearly. Dickens 
also settled a sum on the young 
actress, who was established in a 
suburban residence. Miss Ternan 
in later years married a clergy- 
man. 


Mrs Perugini, who was quoted 


ss saying, "I loved my father bet- 
ter than any man m the world 
. . .'I loved him' for his faults," 
died in 1929 at the age of 89.

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THE WAR OBSESSION 


Walter Lippmann has returned from his 


weeks in Europe with the feeling that nobody 
knows or can know what is going to happen 
there. "The axis," he says in his first article 
in the New York Herald Tribune, "does not 
now have the power to impose its will. But 
the alliance does not as yet have the power 
to compel the axis to renounce its ambitions." 


Continued tension and crisis are about all 


that it seems safe to predict for the imme- 
diate or more distant future. 


The result is a condition only a few degrees 


less disastrous than war itself. It is a condi- 
tion in which country after country is com- 
pelled to expend its skills, its energy, its 
wealth for .military preparations. Striving 
for safety by this means, they only increase 
the tension. All thought is now so centered 
on war—how to fight it, how to be better 
prepared for it than anyone else, how to 
safeguard civilians from attack, how to scare 
off the potential enemy—that almost no 
other problem is being considered. 


The economic 'and social tensions which 


are in part at the root of all the other ten- 
sions and which might even now be eased, 
are largely ignored. "Appeasement" is not 
what is needed. The thing is deeper than 
that. It calls for a change of heart, a change 
of aim, a change of method. Perhaps it is too 
early in history for this, but certainly states- 
men today are not giving the evolution of 
civilization all the help they could. 


PATRIOTIC PYROMANIA 


A disaster is a disaster just the same, in- 


sists the New York Times, whether it is 
caused by war or by bootlegged firecrackers. 
It points out that while the law in the 
metropolis and many other cities sensibly 
treats the Independence Day firecracker as a 
public enemy, the reform is usually foiled 
because people are "too tender-hearted to 
deprive children of the chance to maim them- 
selves and others at least once a year." So 
the national casualty list on July 5, although 
showing improvement, still seemed like a bat- 
tle report. 


Yet the remedy is as plain as a skyscraper. \ 


"Every night at the World's Fair, including 
the Fourth of July," observes the Times, "we 
have fireworks shown in the only way they 
ought to be shown. They are managed by 
professional operators who know how to 
handle them safely. Amateurs should never 
fool with fireworks. It is a. form of pyro- 
mania supported only by the tradition of 
times when thf public was much more 
familiar with The hazards of black powder 
than it is today."

SIMILAR TO APPENDICITIS 


"More than twenty-four serious conditions may 


cause pain on the right side of the abdomen. For 
example, such pain occasionally occurs in diseases 
of the brain, pneumonia, and pleurisy at lower sur- 
face of right lung. An inflamed and distended gall 
bladder, kidney colic, inflammation of the intes- 
tines or acute obstruction of the intestine may pro- 
duce symptoms similar to appendicitis." 


Other conditions which may be taken for appen- 


dicitis are typhoid; tuberculosis abscess of tl)e loin, 
the groin, or right hip; performatipn or breaking 
through of a stomach ulcer; hysteria, and just the 
fear of appendicitis." 


I am quoting Dr. Louis M. Leibow, New York, in 


Hygeia. 


Despite the large number of conditions which 


can cause pain on the right lower side of the abdo- 
men and thus be mistaken for appendicitis, it is only 
good sense to consider the condition as appendicitis 
until an examination by a physician shows it to be 
one of these other conditions. 


Is there any warning, any symptoms that occur 


before the pain in the right side appears that may 
help the patient and the physician also in knowing 
that an attack of appendicitis may be on its way ? 


Symptoms which should serve as a warning in- 


clude nausea, indigestion, vomiting, loss of appetite, 
flatulence (gas pressure), a sense of heaviness and 
soreness and tenderness over the lower right side. 
In a great many cases the dull heavy pain is right 
in the pit of the stomach, remains there sometimes 
for hours, and then gradually shifts down to the 
lower right side of the abdomen. 


In many ailmerits—gall bladder colic, ulcer of 


stomach or intestine, kidney colic—there" is both the 
.medical and surgical treatment, but Dr. Leibow 
points out once more that 


"There is no medical treatment for appendicitis. 


The use of any physic however mild, may tend to 
rupture the acutely inflamed appendix and lead to 
dangerous complications." 


Sometimes when a physic has been taken there 


is relief from pain for a while because the appendix 
has been ruptured and the patient believes he has 
cleared up the cause of the pain, whereas he has 
only started dangerous complications—peritonitis 
Peritonitis requires immediate surgery and this mav 
be too late to save his life. 


Once again, then, the warning is sounded that 


while all severe pains in right lower abdomen are 
not dup to appendicitis, it is better to treat thtm as 
appendicitis until the physician arrives.

Washington, July 13.—The code 


adopted by the National Auocia- 
ti&n of Broadcaster* is a signifi- 
cant example of self-regulation by 
an industry which seeks to avert 
governmental regulation. 


It is significant because there 


is considerable doubt whether any 
government regulation of radio 
would go as far as the broadcast- 
ers themselves have gone In an at- 
tempt to hold their channels free 
from objection. 


In general, the rules governing 


the 
kind 
of broadcasts that 


should be carried in programs will 
meet popular 
approval, but the 


prohibition of the use of the radio 
for the discussion of "controvers- 
ial" issues on paid time is certain- 
ly a novel departure and-takes 
the radio completely away from 
the press. For the press permits 
anybody to buy space to express 
his or her views or the views of a 
public organization, irrespective of 
whether or not the issues are con- 
troversial. 


The radio broadcasters defend 


their action on this interesting 
premise: 


"If time be sold for the discus- 


sion of controversial public issues 
and for the propagation of the 
views of individuals or groups, a 
powerful public forum would in- 
evitably gravitate almost wholly 
into the hands of those with the 
greater means to buy it." 


In other words, radio time may 


be sold to certain commercial 
companies which have more'capi- 
tal resources than others if the 
purpose is to sell products, but 
ideas cannot be distributed or un- 
fair attacks overcome by the use 
of paid time on the air. If the 
same theory were applied to com- 
mercial companies with respect to 
products, it would mean that the 
use of a powerful medium already 
has gravitated into the hands of 
those with greater means as com- 
pared with their weaker competi- 
tors. 


If the broadcasting rule under- 


takes to 
equalize the financial 


condition that exists as between 
those who would use the radio for 
paid time, it lays itself open to 
the argument it would be in the 
public interest to limit the use of 
the radio for commercial sales 
with respect to companies finan- 
cially strong because their com- 
petitors didn't have the money to 
do likewise. 


The contention is made that the 


broadcasting companies will fur- 
nish free time for the answering 
of attacks-or for the propagation 
of information on controversial 
questions. But this is what the 
newspaper and magazine do any- 
way and they do not forbid the 
sale, moreover, of their white 
space to anybody unless 
it is 


sought to print something tainted 


with fraud or obscenity or tlan- 
der. 


In many a community the radio 


is the sole meant of communica- 
tion with the public In Uw eve- 
ning hour* because many com- 
munities, especially in rural area*, 
do not have afternoon 
paper*. 


The opportunity 
to utilize the 


radio openly and frankly on a 
paid program where the sponsor- 
ship is clearly stated and under- 
stood 'is on* that has important 
social implications. For any na- 
tional organization to set in mo- 
tion a aerie* of rules denying tint 
use of its facilities 
for special 


groups may some day be tested 
in the courts as a discriminatory 
action, and it is certainly open to 
question whether any trade asso- 
ciation can legally advise its 
members to take concerted action 
to refuse to sell one set of citi- 
zens whilst furnishing' facilities 
to another set of citizens. 


The argument would be made, 


o( course, that "controversial" is- 
sues are injurious to the listener 
audience's relationship to the sta- 
tions and that to bar "contro- 
'versial" broadcasting when paid 
for is to establish 
a legitimate 


classification, but it will certainly 
open up debate as to whether 
such a differentiation can legally 
be made. 


Clearly a radio station might 


refuse to sell any time at all to 
anybody and be within its rights, 
but to say that it will allow a 
vendor of toothpaste, for example, 
to use the radio virtually without 
limit and to bar the same manu- 
facturer of toothpaste if he feels 
his company aggrieved by arbi- 
trary action by a government bu- 
reau might furnish an interesting 
bit of litigation. 


Looking at the problem 
from 


the viewpoint of the broadcasters 
who have banded themselves to- 
gether in a trade association, even 
the new rule does not meet the 
situation which is sought to be 
cured, namely, the removal of 
paid propaganda from the ah-. 
For it is well known that nation- 
al propaganda organizations, pos- 
sessed of money and talent, fur- 
nish free programs to the local 
radio stations which are widely 
used. To even matters up, the 
broadcasting association could, of 
course, o£er to bear the expense 
of labor organizations, 
for 
in- 


stance, which wish to meet on 
even terms the 
propaganda- of 


their wealthier rivals. 


The rule which the radio com- 


panies may ultimately find the 
safest is to sell time to all comers 
according to established rates— 
lor the spread of ideas or the 
marketing of products—so long as 
the programs do not violate laws 
governing libel, fraud or immor- 
ality.

ed condition of Mexico under the 
dictators, when there existed only 
two classes of people, the very 
poor, and the very rich. He de- 
scribed some of the scenes which 
he had witnessed while with Vil- 
la, deploring especially the moral 
condition of the people at that 
time, as well as that of Villa and 
his army.

Mississippi river 
since it was 


founded in 1802, has retreated for 
the last time. 


Since the day when the Spanish 


dragoon captain, Jose Vidal, set foot 
on the land which'later became the 
site of the town, residents and near- 
by plantation owners constantly 
have been forced to flee for their 
lives before the roudway water* of 
the flooding river. But they always 
returned when the waters retreated. 


United States army engineers de- 


creed that the town must move. 
Where the town's business activities 
were transacted, a levee is being 
constructed to stop the steadily en- 
croaching waters of the river that 
once brought glories to one of the 
South'* principal cotton-shipping 


Six blocks away, a new Vidalia, 


retaining much of the historical 
wealth of the Old South, is gradually 
taking form. Only a brown spread 
of slowly flowing water soon will be 
visible where the New Orleans- 
bound packet boats once nudged the 
levet while negroes packed bales 
of cotton aboard.

er'* habit of cutting new channel* 
and undermining the man-made but- 
treise*.

Long Trail of Bill* 


John Stone, 63, who said he was 


born in Virginia, but has no home 
now, 
was picked up by State 


Trooper Ray Dunn Wednesday at 
West Shokan and held on a charge 
of violation of section 43, a disor- 
derly conduct section. -Arraigned 
before Justice of the Peace Lester 
A. Davis, a 60-day jail sentence 
was imposed and the authorities 
will make an investigation of 
Stone's activities. 


Representing himself as a lum- 


berman, Stone has been going 
about the country "dickering" for 
purchase of lumber. He is a well 
spoken man and many farmers fell 
for his story. * After making a 
deal however, he disappeared from 
the scene and incidentally failed 
to pay his board bills. 


In NumeroM Place* 


Stone 
has 
conducted 
his 
"racket" in numerous communi- 
ties in Ulster, Greene and Dela- 
ware counties. He first made an 
appearance in this locality in June 
when he stopped at Lake Hill anc 
inspected lumber with the intent 
of purchase. After spending a 
few days there he disappeared in 
the woods and never returned. 
Troopers Dunn and Maish were 
called and asked to locate the bo- 
gus lumberman. The 
troopers 


traced him to Elka Park but he 
had left there and no trace of him 
was found. The Lake Hill charge 
was dropped by the farmer. 


Reports of the man came from 


Spruceton, Lanesville and also in 
Delaware county, but the officers 
were always a move behind. At 
one time he was in Phoenicia but 
left before the officers arrived. 


Wednesday morning he appear- 


ed at Boiceville and later was re- 
ported at Olive Bridge, where he 
was making inquiries about lum- 
ber. Notified that the mysterious 
lumberman! was again operating 
in the area, Troopers Dunn and 
Maish started out to apprehend 
him. 
The trail led back and forth 


over considerable area but he was 
finally located at Watson Hollow, 
and the officers picked up the trail 
and finally apprehended him. 


State-wide Messages 


Tuesday a complaint had been 


lodged by a Broad Street Hollow 
man who charged Stone had de- 
frauded him of a board bill. It 
had been the same story. Stone 
would drop in a community and 
seek a boarding place and then 
proceed to negotiate for lumber 
Then he would disappear. 


This "racket" became so prom- 


inent that state-wide 
teletype 


message was sent out describing 
his activities. 


He had just completed a deal 


when the officers arrived Wednes 
day and placed him under arrest 


In making a deal Stone repre- 


sented himself as proprietor of a 
lumber mill and stayed in places 
a week or ten days negotiation for 
purchase of lumber. 


When brought to the county 


jail Stone said he had no home 
and told of once "having as much 
money as any of you fellows." He 
said he was a farmer and then 
handed out a bit of philosophy. 


Board, Tobacco, No Pay 


"When a man gets to be 64 and 


has gray hair no one wants to hire 
you. 
These farmers will tell you 


you are too old and they will take 
you on and give you your board 
and a little tobacco and then 
want you to milk 20 cows, but 
they don't want to pay you. You 
are too-old. I once had as much 
•money as you fellows who are tak- 
ing me in," he concluded as we 
went downstairs to the showers 
after being booked at the jail.

European Borer 


, Threatens Corn 


'(Oratlnoed from P»ee One) 


did great damage to the corn 
crop. That breed hatched out but j 
one crop a year. 


When the borer made iU ap- 


pearance last year the Ulster 
County Farm Bureau endeavored 
to have corn growers clean up 
their fields. Fall plow under of 
stalks is one way to control the 
borer. The stalks in which the 
worms remain over winter if left 
standing, once plowed under cause 
the borer to leave the stalk and 
seek other stalks to winter over 
in. If they do not find these stalks 
above ground they perish during 
the winter in great numbers, al- 
though some weeds do give refuge 
to the worms. 


Would Plow Corn Under 


All stalks which were not turn- 


ed under last fall it was urged 
that they be plowed under before 
May 15 this spring, but it is re- 
ported that farmers have not re- 
alized the seriousness of the borer 
infestation and little was done to 
comply with the control measure 
this year or last year. 


Control measures being at- 


tempted in Columbia county are 
being watched with great inter- 
est by corn growers. In that 
county special control efforts are 
being made to eliminate the pest 
and save corn crops. 


In some instances the worms 


eat away so much of the stalk that 
the stalk collapses and the crop' is 
lost. Where the fields are infested 
in great quantifies by the borer 
the ears are eaten away .and fall 
off. 


The menace is very serious 


one to one of the county's big 
farming industries, according to 
Cyril B. Small, of the Ulster Coun- 
ty Farm Bureau. It may mean 
that Ulster county will have to 
give up sweet corn growing or 
take serious steps to control the 
pest, he said today. Even the 
small back-yard gardens should be 
cleared of stalks and all refuse 
burned. 


Fields Infested 


The borer has driven practical- 


ly every Long Island market 
gardener out of the corn growing 
business and the pest is spreading 
northward. 


Henry Paul and John Gill, who 


formerly grew large quantities of 
sweet corn in Rockland 
county, 


have leased the William Warren 
fiats at Hurley and planted sev- 
eral hundred acres of corn. this 
year. By coming to Ulster coun- 
ts' they hoped to escape the pest 
which drove them out of Rock- 
land county but this year then- 
fields are infested and their crop 
threatened. 


While the borer appears to pre- 


fer sweet corn it also infests field 
corn and damages that crop. Of 
late many local farmers have 
been planting sweet corn instead 
ol field corn for silage purposes. 
They harvest the crop of sweet 
corn and derive a considerable 
.revenue from that source and 
then put the stalks in their silo 
for feed. Corn placed in a silo 
kills the borer.

Too much com- 
petition and too high a penalty is 
the reason for giving up my 
trade," the advertisement read. 


Officials of the newspaper, who 


kept the man's name confidential, 
said he assured them "it's on the 
level" and "I ain't the kind to de- 
ceive."
